Sunil Dahiya, South Asia analyst, 
CREA, said, “The air quality in Delhi 
has improved compared to previous ye- 
ars specifically for the past month when 
meteorological factors majorly drove 
the improvements, While some actions 
on pollution reduction at source have be- 
en taken, the sectoral coverage and pace 
of such actions don’t justify the severity 
of the hazard of polluted air we breathe, 
‘There is an urgent need to speed up the 
steps taken to clean the air by reducing 
pollutionat thesource through theadop- 
tion of an emission load reduction-ba- 


sedapproach for the pollutingsectorand 
larger air-shed.”” 

‘The analysis ranked Indian cities ba 
sed on their monthly average PM2,5con- 
centration for Feb 2024 and found Byrni-

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Married Off At 12, She Fights Domestic Violence

New Delhi: Forcibly married 
off at the age of 12 anda mot- 
her of two by 17, Maya Devi, 
now 6 years old, hasonly one 
goal: to save daughters in the 
city from child marriage and 
to empower slum women to 
raise their voice against do- 
mestic violence. Devirunsan 
NGO called Naya Samaj that 
campaignsagainstchildmar- 
riageand domestic violence. 

A native of Bihar, Devi's 
first love was books. “My fat- 
her had put me in an English 
medium govt school and I al- 
so performed well in class,” 
she said. “But because we we- 
re six sisters, my relatives 
pushed my parents into ta- 
kingme outof schoolandget- 
ting me married.” In 1999, 
when Maya was 12 years old, 
she got married, her educa- 
tion terminated at Class IX, 
Soon she became pregnant. 
“But [had a miscarriage and 
my in-laws were disappoin- 
tedandsentmeback tomy pa- 
rents,” she said. 

Despite pleading with her 
parents to let her continue 
schooling, Devi had toreturn 
to her husband’s house. “By 
the time I was 17 years old, 
had two children, both 
daughters, because of which 
Thad to suffer domestic vio- 
lence,” she said. 

After her traumatic expe- 
riences, Maya said, “Jo jhuk- 
ta hai, samaj aur jhuke 
ta hai (The vulnerable are 
further oppressed by socie- 
ty).” She decided to stand up 
for herself, “My in-laws told 
me that they would disown 
me if I went out to work but I 
did not care about them and 
looked for employment to be 
financially — independent,” 
shesaid. 


Devi's NGO has stopped six child marriages in Deli tll now and also 
helped many women victims of domestic violence and sexual abuse 
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Devi, who lives near Sha- 
bad Dairy innorthwestDelhi, 
made up her mind to appro 
ach an NGO office nearby. “I 
used to see a lot of women 
working there and wanted to 
enquire if they had any work 
for me,” she said. The first 
challenge that came her way 
was knowing what a resume 
was. “People told me resumes 
were informationabout your- 
self. Solwrotesomethingona 
piece of paper and gave it to 
my employers, I still remem- 
ber how, when the recruiters 
saw the page, they laughed 
and commented, “This do- 


esn't look like a resume but a 
loveletter’.” 

But that decisive step took 
Devi’s life on an upward tra- 
jectory: Since then, she has 
worked in different organis 
tions, including the Setu Fo- 
undation and Saksham Foun. 
dation. “I had a vision of sa- 
ving the girl child from mar- 
riage.” That is how, with the 
help of some others, she re- 
gistered Naya Samaj in 2020. 

“There isamisconception 
that child marriages take pla- 
ce only in villages. They hap 
pen in big cities too, especial. 
ly inslums,” said Devi, who: 
NGO has averted six child 
marriages in Delhi till now 
andalso helped many women 
victims of domestic violence 
and sexual abuse. 

Devi intends to expand 
her network. She remarked, 
“Wewillall dieoneday, butso- 
me of us will die after doing 
good work, I want to be that 
person. I want to reach more 
and more disadvantaged wo- 
men in theslumsof Delhi.”

2020 NE riots: Court 
discharges 11 accused 


New Delhi: A Delhi court has 
discharged 11 accused in the 
northeast Delhi riots case, saying 
there was no grave suspicion of 
them having committed the 
alleged offences.

A senior officer said Gau- 
ravmay have been stabbed bya 
scissor: During investigation, 
police conducted raids in seve- 
ral places and nabbed his fat- 
her Ranglal from Jaipur 

“He told us that he and his 
son were estranged and that 
he used to disrespect him in 
frontof people. Atleast three- 
four people are suspected to 
be involved,” the officer said, 
adding Ranglal’s testimony 
willbe verified.

Ration card is for essential 
items, not address proof: HC

New Delhi: A ration card cannot be 
considered the proof of address as 
itis issued exclusively for obtaining 
essential commodities under the 
public distribution system, Delhi 
High Courthas said. 

The bench of Justice Chandra 
Dhari Singh was giving an order on 
some petitions by erstwhileresidents 
of Kathputli Colony who were see- 
king alternative accommodation un- 
der the rehabilitation scheme follo- 
wingtheredevelopmentof thearea 

‘The court held that the require. 
ment of aration card asa mandato- 
ry document to claim benefit under 
the scheme was arbitrary and ille- 
gal. “As per the definition of the ra 
tion card, the intent of issuing the 
same is that itaims todistribute the 
essential food items by way of thefa 
irprice shops. Therefore, it doesnot 
amount to becoming an identity 
proof of residence for any ration 
card holder,” the court said. 

It pointed out that the “aim of 
the ration card is to ensure that the 
citizens of this country are provi- 
ded foodgrains at a reasonable pri- 
ce. Hence, it is not a reliable source 
of proof of address since the scope 


is limited to distribution of food 
items by way of the public distribu- 
tion system”, while blaming autho- 
rities for insisting on ration cards 
foraddress proof, 

The petitioners contended that 
authorities breached their trust and 
played fraud on Kathputli Colony 
slumdwellers by suddenly changing 
theeligibility criteria in 2015after the 
demolition of the entire colony as 
they wrongly mandated the require 
mentof aseparateration card for the 
first-floor dwellers of the slum. 

Remarking that authorities sho- 
uld have "introspected” into the in- 
tentand motive behind the issuance 
of the ration cardsas well as the ha- 
rassment and pain caused to the pe 
titioners, the court stated: "The re 
quirementof aration cardasaman- 
datory document to be produced...

In the US, reproductive 
rights have been restricted. Authoritarian regimes either reject the 
idea of gender equality or champion women’s causes as a cover for 
more systematic repression, as in Rwanda and Saudi Arabia. War and 
conflict have been catastrophic for women in Gaza, Ukraine, Sudan 
and elsewhere. On social media, influencers demonise feminism and 
‘media clickbait tilts in this direction too. 

‘Women's Day reminds us that women's freedoms are hard-won 
and fragile. Feminism must link us across all our differences, without 
being one-size-fits-all. The obstacles we face are not just as women, 
but also as members of our class and community. Also, patriarchy 
does not mean all men have the same power. Feminism is not about 
pop songs and tote bags, cute merch or sassy slogans either. It is 
not a framework for personal liberation or ascendance, but for wider 
solidarity. As Gloria Steinem put it, we're not fighting for a piece of 
the pie, but to bake something new altogether.

Inmy article, Ihighlight- 
ed the most basic of our con- 
cerns — damaged houses 
and rain-washed roads. 


Within two months of my ar- 
ticle, our PMAY application 
was approved. Now, we have 
two two-room houses,” Ra 
wal said. 

Gani village head Hema 
Devi confirmed the Rawal 
family had shifted to their 
new house, constructed un- 
der the PMAY, last year. 

Rukhsar, who wrote for a 
website in 2022, quoted some 
teachers to say that nearly 
50% of girls had dropped out 
of the govtrun middle 
school, tucked away in Chha- 
tral. Deputy chief education 
officer (Poonch) Mohammed 
Latief Choudhary told TOI 
after the article was publish- 
ed, funds for the perimeter 
wall were cleared and work 
willstart soon. 


Both Rukhsar (22), who 
has started practising law, 
and Hema were trained at a 
Delhi-based NGO, Charkha, 
that works inremoteareasof 
Uttarakhand, J&K, Ladakh, 
Rajasthan and Bihar to give 
young girls a platform to 
voice local problems.

Earning women are a necessary but not sufficient 
condition for rattling the male order 


nvest in Women: Accelerate Progress’ is the theme for this 
Women’s Day, a recognition that women must have economic 
power if they're to be equal and independent. But it isn’t so 
simple. Throughout most of human history, women were not 
independentagents. They had noassets or income of theirown, and 
merely passed from their parental homes to their marital homes. 
They depended on marriage to survive. Men's work outside the 
home was undergirded by private toils of women. This shoddy 
transaction was justified by ideals of love and feminine duty, where 
women seemed to give alot more than they got. 

This system of separate and unequal spheres has crumbled in 
the last century. Women have organised and fought to be recognised 
asfull humans, with the same range of choices men have. Obviously, 
money is important. No one can operate freely when materially 
dependent on someone else. Women need education, income, and 
resources to be their own persons, 

But we shouldn't kid ourselves — that’s not 

enough. Even when women make money, 
they are caught in a web of social and 
e internalised expectations. Non-compli- 
) ance is punished. Economic indepen- 
dence has not led to parity, it has even 
® sharpened social and intimate backlash 
against women. In America, women 
either own or part-own nearly half of its 
firms, but this has not toppled the system 
of male power and status. In India too, a 
woman's earnings donot necessarily buy 
her freedom. It’s assumed her money is for the household rather 
than for herself. Often, her financial success can be seen asa threat 
toher husband’s masculinity, or rather, his dominion over her. 

Recently, Bombay HC observed that if a married woman didn’t 
want to do housework, she should have said so before getting 
married. That's just what society thinks. Even now, women put 
greater effort into caring for their homes and families, prioritising 
their family over their earning power, When a relationship breaks 
up, themancan walk out easily, having only been materially streng- 
thened by the marriage, while the woman who had made financial 
and emotional sacrifices is left even more vulnerable, For all 
women's material advances, gender inequality endures. It disfigures 
romantic relationships, families and workplaces. It straitjackets 
men too, even though it is set up to serve men’s interests. It is a 
system of domination that can only be collectively overturned.

Deep gender prejudices begin to be taught in childhood itself: Unlearning this toxic 
inequality is what women need from both society & institutions

Last week a young Spanish couple, 
who had ridden their motorbikes 
safely through 63 countries, was brutally 
assaulted while in India, and the woman 
gangraped. 

This incident attracted widespread 
attention, with several social media users sharing 
their experiences of sexual violence in India. The 
Chairperson of National Commission for Women 
responded by accusing such users of defaming the 
country, displaying remarkable degree of disconnect 
from the post she occupies. While India is certainly 
not the only country where sexual crimes occur, 
when someone bikes through 63 countries without 
incident, only to be raped when they reach India, it 
does occasion reflection. 

It'stempting to view thissolely asa law and order pro- 
blem. But that implies these crimes are an anom- 

aly, committed by outliers, and donot reflect our 

social mores. In fact, sexual crime is only the 

outward symptom of a deeper malaise that 

exists within us: As a society, we still cannot 

bringourselves to treat men and women equally.

While most surveys show a strong generic support 
for women’s equality, when asked specific questions 
about equal pay, working mothers, right to choose one’s 
own life partner, responses falter. 

We fail to recognise that inequality is not 
justa question of differentroles performed by 
different genders. Itisalsothe driver of violence 
against women, Differential treatment that 
seems benign in one family, becomes menacing 
when multiplied by a billion. When women have 
fewer resources, less power, are less assertive, less 
visible in public life, it is not difficult to see how 
men can assault them with such impunity.

Until we change, there is no political incentive for 
better governance on the gender front. Politics goes 
where electoral dividends can be reaped, and as 
long as our commitment to women’s empower- 
mentremains hollow, so will our polity’s. 
Lookattherecent Uniform Civil Code passed by 
Uttarakhand. In the guise of women's rights, adult 
women cannot enter a live-in relationship without 
parental consent.

“My mother would 
weep at the sight,” Shaili once recalled. She burst 
into the limelight after winning silver (6.59m) at the 
Under-20 World athletics championships in 2021 
before securing her first senior international medal 
when she claimed another second-place finish at 
the Asian meet in 2023.

Madrid: Real Madrid withstood an on- 
slaught from RB Leipzigto secure a 1-1 draw 
in the second leg of their Champions 
League last-16 tie that sent them through to
